you would iike to know who is the Great 
Uapardoned. You wiil find out before I 
am done. The Radical paper published 
that the lion of tbe tribe of Radicals 
would arrive on the evening train Thura- 
day. The information spresd broadcast 
by word of moutb snd by tatiling types, 
because geverally known, and it was ex 
pected that the “loil’’ masses would 


turn out en masse to receive the Great | 


Unopardoned on bis arrival in the princi- 
pal stronghold of his district. As the 
time for the arrival of the train with its 
distinguished burden drew near, there 
Could be seen entering the car-shed him 
who bas received the postoffice at the 
Great Unpardoned’s hands, and some six 
or eight otbers, mostly those who desire 
their sons sent to West Point or Annapo- 
lis trom this town to learn the artsof war 
and pavigation.

No 
zoultitude swayed to aud fro and shout- 
ed huzzas. No sea of upturned faces 
welcomed him.

The great speech is unspoken, the dwarf- 
ed ideas that were to come from hia lit- 
tle brain are left unuttered. He whose 
voices commanded the attention of hun- 
dreds heretofore has falien solow there, 
was scarcely one todo him reverence. 
He followed in the wake of O)d Andy,”’ 
vainly thinking the people would honor 
him also.

BILLY IS NOT FAST BUT CONSTANT.

You 
will not hear such a speech from me as 
the ex President made. It cannot ba 
done. have not been through the 
routine of offices and have not the expe- 
rience he has, butas an old gentleman 
in Cannon county bad remarked, ‘‘ I am 
not as fast as scme, but you will find me 
mighty conetant.”’ 


BILLY HAS TAKEN CARE OF THE CON- 
STITUTION. 


Have we not taken care of the Con- 

-titution? Have you not got a Presi. 
dent, and, in my opinion, a better one 
than Johnson was? I think our ene- 
mies will before long fied such to be the 
fact. You have got your Congress—aii 
the machinery is running. The Consti- 
tution, in every part and every word, re- 
mains as steadfast as your fathers hand- 
ed it down to you, with the exception of 
the amendment which has been adopt- 
ed recently; and yet that man comes 
round and attempts to fasten upon you 
the idea that your Constitution is de. 
stroyed and whittled away by Congress. 
BILLY EXPLAINS THE POWERS OF THE 
THREE DEPARTMENTS OF THE Gov- 
ERNMENT. 
Mr. Johnson goeson to say that the 
Constitution divides the Government 
into the three departments—iegisiative, 
judiciary and executive. Io that he 
spoke justly and truly. These three de- 
partments have Cceriain powers apd are 
vound to keep within their epberee. 
Congres3 is the law making power of the 
nation, and outside of Conyréss there are 
po laws made. The people elect their 
officers for a term of two years; that is, 
while itiscalled the legislative depart- 
ment cf the Government. Then there 
is no other power thatcan make laws, 
repeal laws, amend inws. We passed 
laws accoréing to the Constitution; but 
before they become la wa the Constitution 
provides that they shall be sent to the 
President of the United States for his 
approval. If be signs and approves 
them, the Constitution declares them 
the laws of the land; and if he does not 
approve them, the Constitution aliows 
him the privilege of.returning them. 
That same instrument provides that the 
message is to be read in the House in 
which the bill originated. Ther the 
only thing to be done is for ths clerk to 
callthe roil; and if two-thirds vote for 
it in that House it js drifted to the other, 
and if two-thirds of that House vote for 
it, the Constitution declares it. the law of 
the land, the veto of the President not- 
withstand ng. You haveas much right 
in preserving your branch—the legisia- 
tive department—as he has in preserving 
the executive department. It is not ia 
his ecope to declare the laws of the Con- 
stitution uconstitutiona!l. Hs swears 
that he wil! see the laws faithfully exe- 
cuted. Taen we cometo the juticiary 
department. They sit there to look sf- 
ter the rights of citizens and of the 
State. They are the only ones who can 
declaré an act bull and void, and uncon- 
stitautional, and notthe President. Then 
I deny that Congrees usarped any power 
delegated to them by the Constitution. 
If we have failed to do our duty, the 
President of the United States is not the 
man toceme forward and test the con- 
stitutionality of the laws. That duty be- 
longs tothe courts of the United States. 
The reconstruction acis were passed. I 
cannot stop to enter into the details of 
the reballion. You had the war, andthe 
Soutbern people were defeated by force 
of arms, and surrendered. They de- 
atroyed all connection with the Federal 
Government. They had set aside ail 
laws that had bound them to their Gov- 
eroment; and when they surrendered 
they stood in the position of a State in 
the Union, but without the isws ofa 
Government to controlthem. The Pres- 
ident undertock, after the surrender, to 
reorganize the different States. He had 
the right as President to send a provis- 
ional or military Governor to. those 
States. Andrew Johnson said to Gov. 
Marvin and other provisioual Govern- 
ora, ** Your government is only provis- 
iong!], and wil! as such, until re 
organ zed by Congress.’”? Ths Supreme 
Court, which has charge of such ques- 
tions, somie yeors ago, in what is known 
as the Dow case in Rhode Island, decided 
that the court had no jurisdiction as tc 
whether ths States were provisiona! 
goverrments or not. Then we, the Con- 
gress, had all the power of reconstruc- 
tion. Heecould send hia provisional or 
military G >veroors there. 


BILLY SAYS JOHNSON IS A WH’'TE SUF- 
FRAGE MAN, 

I sppea! to you, as I see some profes- 
siopel men here who understand ths 
laws better than I do; but there ara some 
things that I know something about; and 
I want you to hear me and eee wasther 
ITamrightor not. Where did he get the 
autbority under the Constituiion to de- 
glare who sheuld vo‘e and who should 
oct, and whoshou!d hold office. He had 
no more right to say a man should vote 
than an humble citizen standing in this 
audience. The authority was not given 
him by the Congress of the United 
Sates. He violated the Constitution 
when he began to prescribe the qualifi- 
cations of votere. I wishto saya few 
words to the colored men right here. He 
says is your best frie that he 
is your Moses; but when he prescribed 

ualification of voters in these States he 
applied his test wholly to the white mep. 
Woaere isthe piace in the Constitution 
that would justify Andrew Johnson in 
placing power in white msn and not in 
colored men. The Congress amended 
the Constitution of the United S:atee, 
and the people ratified it. Four long 
years passed, and a great issue fprang 
up last November. 

BILLY ON DECEPTION. 


He ssid in his Kooxville speech that 
he freed the negroes in Tennessee; that 
he himself proclaimed them free from 
the steps of the capitol, Waere did he 
get the authority to take my negroes and 
set them free. He did not set you free. 
The Federal Government eet you free. 
The Republican party placed the baliot 
ia your handsin spite of Andrew Jobn- 
gon and his cohoris) Mr. Johuson says 
that liberty means work. Then why are 
you going thrcugh the State, speaking 
to the rebels, telling them that they are 
bound hand and foot? Ia there any 
rebel who bas not the right to work? he 
has every privilege except to use the 
ballot. Let me say to you colored people 
that I bave never deceived a colored or 
white man in my life.

MINISTER TO BELGIUM—JOSEPH RUS- 
BELL JONES, 

Mr. Joseph Russell Jones, our new 
Minister to Belgium, is one of those 
leading business men of Chicago whose 
combined energies and public epirit have 
rendered their city so famous. He was 
a warm personal friend of Atrabam 
Lincolo, and during the war wus fre- 
quently called to Washington for con- 
sultation on matters of public imy ort. ne>. 
The only official position he has ever 
held under the General Government is 
that of United States Marshal for the 
Northern district of Lilinais, to which be 
was appointed in 1861, and reappointed 
in 1865, a few days before Mr. Lipncoln’s 
death. In 1860, Mr. Jones was nomina- 
ted by the Kepublican party and elected 
to the State General Assembly, repre- 
sapting the district ef Galena, which 
had teen his homes eince 1840. Mr. 
Jones is new forty-six yeara old, having 
been born in Februery, 1823. 

MINISTER TO STOCKHOLM, SWEDEN—J 
8S. CARLLLE. 

The Hon. John 8. Carlile was born in 


vember, 16, 1817, and wss educated at 
home uatil at the age of fourteen years, 
when he went into @ country store as 


he engaged for himself at the age of 
seventeen. About this time he also 
eommeuced reading law and was ad- 
mitted «to the bar in 1840. Two years 
later he entered upon the practice of 
his profession in Beverley, Randoipb 
county. He was elected to the 
Senate in 1847 and served till 1851. Ia 
1850 ine was a member of the Constitu- 
tional Convention of Virginia, and in 
1555 wes elected a Representative in 
Covgress, serving one term. In 1561 he 
was again elected a Representative to 
the Thirty-seventh, but was soon after 
transferred to the Senate, where he 
served on the Committee on Pablic 
Laaods and ‘Territories.

MINISTER TO A, |. 


The new Minister to Venezuela is a 
native of ladiana, having been born near 
Todianapolis, February 11,1829. He re- 
ccived a good Engiish aod ciassical edu- 
cation; wasa clergyman of the Methbo- 
dist Episcopal Chureb at the breakicg 
out of the rebellion. During the early 
months of (he war, be became a Cihap- 
inin in one of the Missouri volunteer 
regiments, and in 1562 was Captain of a 
battery of artillery. From this position 
be was afterwards promoted, first to ihe 
rank of Colonel and then to that of Brig- 
adier General of United States Voiun- 
t.erce. His command was the first to 
break the enemy’s line at the capture of 
Fort Blakely. Mr. Pile was elected a 
meniber of the Fortieth Congress in 1866, 
and served on the Committee on Union 
Prisoners and Military Affaire, aod as 
Chairman of the Committee on Expend- 
itures in the Postoffice Department.

At Pittsburg 
Landing he commanded a division under 
Geo. Grant, and behaved with conspicu- 
ous gallantry. He was retained in vari- 
ous important military and semi-mili- 
tary positious in the West and S>uth 
throughcut the war. Gen. Hurlburd 
never has been a politician, though some 
members of his family are somewhat 
prominent as Democrats.

Nothing ecu’d be more propitious for 
the races than the weather yesterday. 
fhesky was clear and almost cloudiess, 
and tha roadways, beaten down by the 
heavy rains of the preceding day, were 
in the best of order. Yet the attendance 
on the treck was not what it should 
have bern, the absence of many 
ladies, heretofore patrons of the turf, be- 
ing particularly noticeable. 

ON THE WAY OUT, 
We noticed the ussai variety of vehi- 
cles, boggies with fas: trotters or pacers, 
carriages, phaetons aud hacks. The 
street cars proposed to cary people every 
ten minutes, but we could not ** see it.”’

We lirst waiked dowo Main in hopes of 
being overtaken by acar, and haited at 
Beal street, m eheer despair of making 
the ‘trip, by that style of locomotion.

was a most recherche and elaborate af- 
fair—-an array of delicacies, luxuries and 
subsatantials thet was absolutely over- 
whelming A glance at it wou'd have 
tempted Epicurus or Heliogabalus to 
forawear forever their dishes of nightin- 
gales tongues, or carp fed on slavea and 
stuffed with pearls, as cheap and insipid.

parlors of the hotel, when the following 
addres3 was read by Jebn Loague, Eaq, 
President of the Association: 

ADDRESS, 


ttonored Sir: Wa, the President and 
members of the Irish Literary Associa- 
tion, come, through your kind permis- 
sion, to express to you, in however fee- 
% ble manner, our sentiments of reepect 
abd gratitade ; and we rej>ice that this 
opportunity is given us of expressing 
with our tips feeliogs that have long 
filied our bearta. 

We do pot come here as representing 
any political clique or party, but we 
comes as Irishmen and American citizens 
Lo show, 88 far as we ere able, our appre- 
ciation of your rare worth and spotless 
iutegrity. We come to render homage 
& long life of honorable and successful 
public service—a life ever devoted to the 
purest patriotism, and the promulgation 
snd estabiishmeut of the soundest politi- 
cal principles. 

We come, in our humbie, uupretend- 
ing way, tosay to you how muctu wead 
mire you, ana how siocerely we thark 
you for your generous efforts in the cause 
of freedom and justice. 

We do not forget the noble stand you 
tock in our behalf during the memora- 
bie years of 1855-6, when the euemies of 
civil aod religious liberty attempted to 
Jisfranchiee aud proser:be v* on account 
of creed and nationality. You, sir, met 
those prescriptionists ard anti-republi- 
can fanstics, and after maoya bard 
fought battle you fiually couquered the 
enemy, maintsined the principies of the 
Vonstitution, and the rights of your fel- 
low citizens, both natives and adopted— 
for which you are and ever wiil be enti- 
tled to cur gratitude. 

Sir, we do not forget, but on the con- 
trary, the remembrance of that manly 
snd generous act is still fresh in our 
miods, and it shall live glowing and 
‘fresh as nowinthe hearts of our chil- 
roa chiidren tothe remotest genera- 

on. 

Would that another Andrew Johnsoa 
would now sppear and be alika sucecess- 
fulin removiog tbe poiftical disabilities 
under whiot millious of our native born 
fsilow-citiz3us lacor. 

Yes, wedesire that they sha'l enjoy 
that Jiberty for the eake of which we 
abandoned the homes cf our fathers, and 
in sourch of which we eagerly sought 
these hoepitaole shores. 

But it is a3 American. citizens, 
however, thst we would testify to yeu 
our esteem and <aifection. This is 
now our couutry, and we necessarily 
take a deepinterest in its preservation 
and proeperity, hence we could not but 
regard with soxiety the courss of events 
duriog the last four years.

Accept then, honored Sir, the humble 
tributs of our admiration, respset and 
gratitude, and may Hoaven preserve to 
us and to the land of our adoption and 
jove, # life so useful and honorable as 
yours. 
MR. JOHNSON’S SPEECH. 

Aa Mr. Loagus ceased Mr. Johnson re- 
marked that not beiog aware of the can- 
tents or nature of the address befors- 
bacd he was Lot prepared to give a suit- 
able and lengfheued reply, except to offer 
his sincere thanks, and to express his 
gratitude to the Association for their 
complimentary address, aud the cordial! 
language in woich it was couched, and 
in aconvereationsl way to refer briefly 
to a few considerations referred to in the 
address. 

Ia Congress in 1815, ten years prior to 
the time mentioned in your address, as 
the period when I oppored the Kaow- 
Nothing party, Lopposed the same hos- 
tile and intolerant spirit which was ino 
existence at that period, 

Ia arsuming the attitude I then took, 
I acted contrary to my Interest, but act- 
ing om principle and guided by integrity, 
I sought not self-interest, but only toe 
maintainance of right and eonstitutional 
liberty , and io the year 1455, when the 
apirit of direct opposition to reiigious lib- 
erty was rampant, I did, as you arsert in 
your address, oppose it with sil my 
might. It would bave been far easier to 
have gone the other way, and decidedly 
more advauisgecus to me, My course 
was replete with difficulties, and it was 
no light matter to contend against the 
evil and malignant combinatiog that 
then existed in so powerful aform. I 
wae further representing a Congressional 
District in which there were very few 
foreign born citizens to whom I could 
lock for sympathy or supjort, and 
consequentiy I could have no mo- 
tives on the occasion except a love of 
true liberty. Anditstrikes me with pe- 
euliar force that the same issues are 
again as prominently before us as they 
have been at that period ; that the same 
temper, the same malignity, and the 
same uuchristian spirit are in existence 
at the present day, oply more iuten- 
sified. 

FENIANISM. 


With regard to my action in connec- 


tion with Fenianism, there has ben

that invasion was entirely owing to the 
Cougress refused to actia the 
matter. 
KIGHTS OF FOREIGN BORN CITIZENS, 


I may state as a fact, that foreign born 
itizeos have had their vita! intereste 
etter advanced, and in every respect 
aave bad more done for them within the 
gaat four years (hao at any other period 
since the American Repabilic bas been 
established. 

Aod iu turtbering the welfare of the 
foreign-born G:lizzus, had no douvle 
purpose in view, for when we are in pur- 
‘uit of & correct principie, we can never 
get false ideas, nor commit wrong ac- 
tiong, While some were advocating that 
foreigners should remain for twenty-one 
years previous to being eonsidered eligi- 
ble to the rights of citizenship, in a 
speech at Murireesboro, in 1855, I advo-. 
cated the views I now trold, tnatif a for- 
eiguer be well disposed, possess honesty 
snd integrity, and desire it, the sooner 
he bccomes a citiz:n the better; 
aud while it is tue that there 
are some men who would never ba 
fitted to become ci'izens, still cuppose 
& Man were only two hours iu the coun- 
try and @ proper person, I would be iu 
‘avor of his being admitted there and 
(hea to the righ's of citizenship. 


RELIGIOUS TOLERATION 


has always been supported and upbeld 
by me, and respecting the dictates of 
every man’s conscience, 1 have never in 
the emaliest degree interfered with the 
convictious of anyone. I may refer 
to tiie case of Charies the Fifth, who was 
convinced of tbe folly and impossibility 
of bringing the minds of men .toa siaia 
of perfect agrcement and uuiversal con- 
formity, from bis inability after long, 
patient and carefui experiment to 
make two watches that wouid 
keep equal time, and believing this, 
[ firmly believe that nothing is more ex- 
travagant, futile and impracticable than 
the endeavor to set asids or proscrive in 
apy way complete relizious toleration. 


CBJECTS OF HIS TOUR, 


Many cousiderations have induced me 
to make this tour. Numeroustrequesta 
have been sent me fri m various parts of 
the State, stating that my presence there 
would be desirabie and advantageous. 
This is my adopted State; I came here 
from Norti Carolina penniless, and here 
J passed my successive steps from the 
iowest to the highest oilice in the iand, 
and lem free to say tbat the last and 
highest office in the gift of the people has 
been conferred upon me without any so- 
licitation of mine. Hence, upon retiring 
from that position, I did not consider it 
rigot or justifiabie to turu my back on 
those who fieely Conferred office aad 
emolument upon me, 7 

DISFRANCHISEMENT. 


To relieve those sat present burdened 
with politica! disabiiities and debarred 
from the righta of freemen, won'd be the 


life.’ I may add, that ali:hough I bave 
been honored by my fellow ciit.z:na with 
every office in the gift of the pevpie, and 
have bow nothing to ask at their-hands, 
I cannot, from the many eppeaia that 
have been madeto me, gointo retire- 
ment if I can be any benefit in. allevia- 
ting or removing the disabilities uader 
which they labor. 

I have been misunderstood very much 
on my views respectiag the ques- 


tion of disfranchisement, and I take 
oceasion here to state, distinetly 
aud empbatically, my cppposition 


from first to last to’ disfranchisement. 
Even while the war was raging ail I re- 
quired of any one was to come over un- 
der the Union flag, renew their allegi- 
ance and at cuce resume the 
rights and privileges of acitizen. re- 
quired no ‘'iron ciad oatb,’’ no obnox- 
ious measure of any Kind, but whes wen 
desisted from the couflict, and the sword 
wes sheathed, I was always for receiving 
those who desired it as citizens. Every 
act ef mine showed ia an ucmistakeabls 
manovoer that Il was opposed to disfran- 
chising any portion of the citizans of the 
Unitea States. I remove! many disa- 
bilities, aud I purposely bad the amnesty, 
proclamation eo framed that it should 
restore to each and all every right and 
priviiegs. The best legaitalent was em- 
ployed by me to have it perfec!, and to 
inake assurance doubly sure. 

The day selected fur its promu'!cation, 
December 25565, was a suitable one, and 
that proclamation gavea free and full 
pardon and amoesty to al participators 
in the Rebellion and-restored to cach in 
explicit terms his rights, privileges and 
immunities. That this did not cake fuil 
effect everywhere, as it was cerisinly 
framed to do, is owing to the fact that I 
could neither pass State laws, nor inter- 
fere with the rights of & State ia this re- 
spect. 

Viewing the merits of the question I 
am positive that this disfranchisement 
is illegal, because at ihe time the offensa 
was committed no law punishing treason 
existed in this State,.and hence disfran- 
chisemenat being a penalty and rea‘ro- 
spective in ita ¢ffsc*, was inflicted by an 
ex post facto laf, For if thoss to day 
disfranchisnhed committed an offense 
to the lawsof the State, the courts 
ef the country are open, and why not 
have them arraigned and puuished by 
law? Formy own part, 1 consider the 
act of the Legislature disfranchising any 
citizen for participation in the, late re- 
beilion, to be illegal and unconstitution- 
al, aad if a case of this kind were prop- 
erly presented before the courts of the 
country, I have not a single doubt but 
that that would also be tbeir decision. 

The ex-Presidont conciuded. by im- 
pressing on the members of the Associa- 
tion his grateful acceptance of the ad- 


dress, and by returning his thanks for.

he knew how to appreciste the same, 
and expressing bis trust that their confi- 
dence in him would not be misplaced.
